Texas Business 
Index Continues 
To Show Climb 


Hamlin and Jones County people 
are informed this week that Texas 
business activity remained 87 per 
cent above its prewar level In May 
and stood IO per cont higher than 
In May a year ago. according to the 
index prepared by the University 
of Texas Bureau of 
Business Re­ 
search. 


Only sobering element in the pic­ 
ture was the fact that activity did 
turn downward slightly in May. fall­ 
ing one per cent lower than in April 
Texas business for the past six 
months has fluctuated within a nar­ 
row’ range but has always remained 
at a very high level. The post-war 
peak was reached in February, a 
month before the national peak, 
but the February index was only 
two per cent higher than the index 
for May. 
Trade continued high in May, as 
retail sales of independent 
stores 
were six per cent larger than in Ap­ 
ril and 17 per cent greater than Sn 
May, 1946 
The general dollar fig­ 
ures observe the retail trade situa­ 
tion, jhowever, because prices have 
rsen and sales in some lines declined 
Sales of soft ?oods have failed to 
rise as rapidly as sales of durable 
goods, and luxury items are feeling 
definite slumps. 
Production ion the whole rem ained 
steady in May throughout the en­ 
tire state. 
Expected seasonal de­ 
clines were reported in cotton con­ 
sumption, cotton linters consumed 
and cottonseed crushed.

m anufactures, 
lumber production and crude petro­ 
leum production turned up and show- 
ed substantial gains over May of 
last year.

•ntire width between the boundary 
toe® ct every way publicly main- 
ained when any part thereof is 
pen to the use of the public for 
tittROftes of vehicular travel.” 
Clarice emphasized that the bill 


does not forbid any person to stand 
on the shoulder of the road for the 
purpose of soliciting a ride from a 
driver. 
* He said that it is a prevalent prac­ 
tice in the state for (hitchhikers to 
stand on the concrete or corrugated 
surface of the road, and that this 
action constitutes a definite hazard 
to the hitchhiker as well as to 
traffic. 
Penalties for violations of the act 
range from $1 to $200.

He al­ 
so built his first terraces with regu­ 
l a r farm equipment and through 
this use has found that wide ter­ 
races are more practical and profit­ 
able. 
He practices the rotation of 
crops in such a manner that the 
same row’ crop will not be planted on 
the same land more than two years 
in succession. 
In 1946 a pond was 
constructed on his IOO acre farm, be­ 
ing planned and staked by SCS tech- 
ncians and partially paid for by use 
of the PMA program. 
“This next fall I plan to plant 
cover crops on some of my sandy 
land southeast of Anson. This farm 
is in need of soil improvement and 
through the use of such adapted 
cover crops such as vetch and rye, I 
believe I can improve it by reduc­ 
ing wind erosion and increasing its 
fertnitv," said Mr. Lantrip.
